Chicago CIO Unionists

CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Delegates of 77 CIO locals met 
here today and roared their unanimous condemnation of a 
secret “telephone booth” convention which attempted to set 
up a Chicago CIO council without the consent of the rank 
and file. Several hundred delegates held a jammed meeting 
ii which indignation ran high® 
against the underhanded move by 
a small group of CIO officials, 
headed by Sam Levin of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers. Levin 
and a handful of aides were re- 
ported to have held a meeting in 
Levin's office where officers were 
“elected” an a charter applied for. 
The meeting today, called by the 
Provisional Committee to Establish 
a CIO Council, revealed that the 
entire CIO movement here is 
aroused against the “putsch” by the 
Levin group. 

A resolution was passed by the 
assemblage representing nearly 
every CIO union in the city, asking 
that a constitutional convention be 
called here immediately to set up 
a democratically elected CIO coun- 
ell. 

The resolution declared that a 
small group of individuals have set 
themselves up as officers, outside 
of the regular procedure as pre- 
scribed by CIO policy. 

“This conference calls upon the 
national CIO and its representatives

plants. 

During the past year, Liquido- 
meter Corporation has been under 
contract with Local 1227, United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers, CIO. We have had a closed 
shop, an hourly minimum of 60 
cents scaled up to 90 cents for first 
class machinists, double time for 
Saturdays and holidays. We got 
paid for holidays, 19 per cent 
bonus for the night shift and also 
other advantages as a result f the 
closed shop. 

During the past year, I've seen 
the plant doubled in both size and 
number of employes. Every working 
man in the shop knows that prof- 
its have more than doubled during 
this time. 

We are asking a nickle an hour 
raise for the 60-cént and semi- 
skilled men in the shop who have 
been or will have been six months 
empleyed. We are demanding 15 
cents an hour raise for the first 
class machinists which will bring 
them nearly up to several other 
shops. We naturally ask for differ- 
ential pay for any of the men 
drafted. This plus decent vacations 
and seven more paid holidays is 
certainly reasonable enough to ask 
while the cost of living is shooting 
up. ö 

After the company saw our just 
demands, they could utter but two 
words defense and “patriotic’a.” 
Our negotiating committee found 
out that by “defense” they meant 
doing away with the closed shop, 
bringing in apprentices at 40 ger 
an hour, increasing the work 
and do absolutely nothing the 
drafted men. ö 

Best of all was their “patriot- 
ism.” They want Armistice Day 
removed from the list of legal holi- 
days which is included in our pres- 
ent contract. Their reason—the 
present war situation made Armis- 
tice Day unnecessary.
